Peking, June 29 — The board of edu- 
cation has finally set to work upon 
the production of 'a Chinese alphabet 
for 
uniform 
pronounclation. The 
Chinese language, as is well known; 
is a system of ideography which con- 
forms 
more to certain systems of 
shorthand 
than 
to any occidenta- 
language system, 
with this distinc, 
tion, that the radicals (characters 
representing the sense to be convey- 
ed) are arbitrary and not phonetic. 
The problem now is to impart to 
these 
ancient 
radicals 
a 
unified, 
phonetic significance. In China there 
are many dialects, and but one writ- 
ten language. 
There are, of course, 
what are known as the "six styles" 
in writing this language. Citizens of 
the provinces of Shantung and Shan- 
si, although they are neighbors, speak 
altogether 
different dialects, which 
naturally causes a good deal of con- 
fusion. 
This confusion is even great- 
er between citizens of Chihli in the 
north and those of Kwangtung- in the 
south. The unifications of .pronoumci- 
ation will be an important 
step in 


t.he nationalization of the 
Chinese- 
people.

will be remembered that Dr. 
Chas. W. Eliot, president emeritus of 
Harvard University, impressed this 
fact upon officials of the Chinese gov- 
ernment during his visit here, and 
the opinion of this ..great ' American 
educationalist has had considerable 
weleht.

Madison, Wis., June 29.—The state 
senate is carded to .put in the most 
strenuous week of the' present ses- 
sion beginning tomorrow. 
The three 


biggest consolidation bills pushed by 
Governor Philipp and his 
followers 
will be up for action. 


The central board'of education hav- 
ing passed the assembly, 
was last 
week withdrawn from the senate com- 
mittee on education and placed be' 
fore the committee of the whole for 
consideration tomorrow afternoon. 
. The board of public welfare, also 
passed by the assembly, was sent out 
of the nuance committee with a. report 
for slaughter. 
This is also to he con- 
sidered in committee of th* whole 
Wednesday afternoon. 
At the con- 
clusion of the hearing there is no rea- 
son -why action should not be had on 
both bills, on the resumption of the 
regular session of the senate. That 
course is hardly likely to be followed 


Being a deliberative body, unaccus- 
tomed to rushing matters, floor action 
is not expected for a week, or per- 
haps two on both bills. 


There is some

that the 
board of agriculture consolidation bill 
will b6 disposed of during, the weeh 
as it is set for ten o'clock Thursday 
morning as a special order, on the 
engrossment stage.

Summer Heat. 


Have 
you ever 
seriously 
asked 
yourself this .question: Why is sum- 
mer hotter than winter? The. answer 
Miat may come to one's mind first !rr 
"hat perhaps the earth Is nearer to 
.he sun at one time of year than an- 
other and that when it so approach- 
es the sun the daily temperature goeu 
up. Actually the reverse is true, for 
on July 5 of this year the earth will 
be at the point in 
its orbit, called 
aphelion, the point at which it is as 
far away from the sun as it can -get 
In its annual orbit. While it is true 
that the earth as a whole receives a 
little more haat at 
perihelion (that 
point in the earth's orbit of nearest 
approach to the sun), that occurs in 
January, and in any case the differ- 
ence in heat arid 
light 
energy re- 
cieved from the sun at aphelion and 
perihelion has no marked influence on 
the 
seasons, of the. northern 
and 
southern hemispheres. 


The correct explanation is to be

position of the sun in 
the sky.

heat in than time in which it is 
radiating and therefore warms upr—

longest daylight period occurs.

that the days are still longer than the 
nights, though In decreasing amounts 
and so the earth continues to warm
